have not contributed any di- 
rect relief to their aged pa- 
rents. 

3. Pass a meaningful 
‘Relatives’ Responsibility 
Law”’ to require financially 
able relatives to contribute 
towards the maintenance of 
their aged parents. 

4. Pass a law opening up 
the welfare roles for public 
inspection as a means of de- 
tecting those who are on wel- 
fare and should not be. Atthe 
moment, it is none of the 
public’s business according 
to present State law. The As- 
semblyman pointed out that 
even he, as an elected State 
official, has no right to ex- 
amine any welfare recipi- 
ent’s file. 

5. Repeal the law which 
allows those who leave Cali- 
fornia, for certain reasons, 
to continue receiving their 
welfare check up to a period 
of one year, 

6. Tighten up the laws to 
prevent those who leave wel- 
fare from returning.
